parts  of  the  country.  I  gi  t  letters  con- 
unually  asking  the  status  of  (lie  til  - 1 
(.<>0,4)00, 000  of  United  States  treasury 
notes  (  know  u  as  il,  uiuad  note*)  issued 
during  the  w  ar. 

In  reply  I  will  state  that  the  first 
$50, 000, 000  was  authorized  by  the  act 
if  July  17,  1861.  Another  issue  of  $10,  - 
000,000  was  authorized  l>y  the  ai  t  of 
WU  19,  1869.  lluse  two  issue*  made 
the  $60,000,000  cf  notes  in  question. 
They  did  not  tsar  interest  and  were 
not  at  first  legal  tender.  Tliey  were 
legally  redeemable  in  coin  “ou  <le- 
mand."  which  caused  rhem  to  be  calk'd 
'‘demand  notes."  But  as  the  corn  of 
the  couutry  disappeared  daring  the  first 
six  months  of  the  war  they  could  i.*  t 
be  redeemed  in  coin.  so  they  is  gan  to 
depnviate.  In  this  emergency  the  secre¬ 
tary  of  the  trensory  ordered  them  to  le 
received  for  duties  on  imports.  As  Him 
as  they  were  thus  received  they  rune  to 
pur  with  corn.  Iu  addition  to  being  re¬ 
ceived  in  the  revenues  of  the  govern¬ 
ment,  the  art  of  Murch  17,  1869,  mud, 
the  demand  notes  legal  tender  to  the 
same  extent  as  the  greenback. 

In  txnjer  to  t>e  very  plain  and  distinctly 
undent  <  od,  I  will  recapitulate:  The  de¬ 
mand  not,  s  amounting  to  $60, 000, OUC 
were  out  actually  redeemed  in  coin  dur¬ 
ing  the  war  because  the  coin  was  not  eu 
hand,  but  they  were  receivable  by  the 
government  the  same  as  coin  and  were 
1-gal  fender  to  everybody  except  bond¬ 
holders.  Tile  qualities  of  legal  tender 
and  receivubility  kept  them  as  good  us  ( 
gold  at  all  times,  while  the  greenbacks, 
which  w  ere  not  receivable  by  the  govern¬ 
ment,  depreciated  considerably. 

It  ahonld  be  noted  tlmt  (he  greenback 
and  the  demand  note  were  equally  re-  • 
definable  ou  demaud.  The  greenbacks  I 
bore  no  future  date  of  redemption ;  hence  | 
they  were  due  on  demand  iu  accordance 
with  a  recognized  principle  of  law  tl  at 
*  note  demanding  payment,  with  uo date  [ 
of  maturity,  is  due  on  demand.  Iu  prac¬ 
tice  and  iu  law  it  ia  a  demand  note; 
hence  I  he  greenbacks  were  due  and  re-  ) 
doemuble  in  coin  the  moment  of  issuer 
the  same  us  the  demand  notes,  but  be¬ 
cause  of  a  lack  of  coin  iu  point  of  fact 
neither  was  so  redeemed  during  the  wa$. 

So,  in  the  matter  of  rain  redemption, 
the  demand  notes  and  the  greenbacks 
were  ou  the  saint*  legal  footing.  Iu  the

John  Rogers  of  the  Wall  Street  Church 
came  out  to  preach  to  them  ia  the  Jo¬ 
seph  Davis  house,  could  themselves  Ux>k 
backward  upon  a  century  of  advance¬ 
ment,  having  pushed  out  westward  and 
northward  from  their  "town  lots'*  at 
Newark  on  the  Passaic  to  the  then 


was  granted.  The  resignatiou  ol 
James  Foster  as  a  member  of  this 
company  was  accepted.  John  G.

they  were  tm  the  same  footing  after 
March  17.  1869.  The  demund  notes 
wore., however,  receivable  iu  the  reve¬ 
nues  of  the  government  and  the  green¬ 
backs  were  not.  That  was  the  only  legal 
difference. 

That  gave  rise  to  the  difference  in  the 
values  of  the  two  classes  of  notes  during 
the  war  and  up  to  Oc  tober,  1878,  when 
the  government  began  to  receive  the 
gr\~<*u backs  in  the  revenues. 

The  late  Judge  Martin,  in  his  work 
on  "The  Money  of  Nutious,”  cites  uu- 
tuerous  examples  of  the  efficacy  of  the 
m-eivability  on  the  part  of  the  govern¬ 
ment  in  maintaining  money  at  par.  On 
page  108  be  says  : 

"Any  paper  money  issued  by  the 
United  States  and  made  receivable  for 
all  debts  due  the  government  will  al¬ 
ways  be  preferred  to  coin. 

'  ‘Every  step  uf  United  States  history 
under  the  constitution  proves  this: 

"1.  The  notes  of  the  first  bunk  of  the 
Uuited  States,  from  1791  until  1811, 
were  made  by  the  law  creating  the  bank 
full  legal  teuder  for  all  debts  due  the 
United  States,  whether  the  bank  paid 
coin  or  not.  These  notes  were  always 
preferred  to  coin. 

"9.  The  treasury  notes  issued,  with 
and  without  interest,  in  1819,  18 13. 
1814  aud  1815  were  full  legal  tender  for 
all  debts  due  the  government,  and  Gal¬ 
latin  and  Campbell,  secretaries  of  the 
treasury,  say  were  equal  to  coin,  though 
the  banks  opposed  them  as  they  do  legal 
tender  notes  now  (1880). 

*'8.  The  notes  of  the  bank  of  the 
United-  States  from  1818  until  1838 
were  made  by  the  law  creating  the 
basks  full  legal  teuder  for  all  debts  due 
the  Uuited  Start*.  They  were  for  20 
yen*,  at  home  and  abroad,  better  than 
and  preferred  to  coin.  From  1887  until 
1848  the  treasury  notes  of  the  Uuited 
States,  to  the  amount  of  nearly  $100,- 
000.000,  with  aud  without  interest, 
were  not  only  par  with  but  preferred  to 
coin,  for  tbc  reaaou  that  the  law  made 
them  receivable  for  all  debts  dne  the 
United  States. 

Hi.  Ia  1857  congress  authorised  the 
iacuA  <f  $2o,000, OuO  treasury  notes,

it  necessary,  in  order  to  attend  difvine 
service,  that  the  people  should  drive  or 
walk  long  distances.  The  ooiy  road 
to  the  town  and  meeting  house  wa$  the 
"highway”  extending  from  Ephraim 
Morris's  Mill  and  "plantation  at  Third 
River,”  south  to  Second  River,  and  then 
over  Franklin  Hill  along  the  higher  land 
down  to  Broad  Street,  Newark.  The 
Colonial  church  which  these  earliest 
settlers  bqilt  and  assembled  in  for  both 
worship  and  town  meetings  was  a  queer 
looking  atone  building,  which  stood  on 
Broad  Street,  where  now  is  looated  the 
fire  engine  house,  opposite  the  church 
built  much  later,  in  L7*W,.  In  this  first 
fortified  meeting-house  the  earliest  New- 
arkers,  Orangeites,  Bloumfieldevs,  Mont¬ 
clair  ites,  came  from  far  and  near,  most 
oi  them  plain  ’‘yeomen,”  long  before 
the  invention  and  application  of  steam 
and  electricity  to  locomotion,  or  eye* 
the  sawmill  to  supplying  them  with 
lumber. 

Such  reminiscences  as  tliaae  fojnued 
the  most  of  Dr.  Knox's  addreia  Tuesday
